The Future Capitals Took the Second 
Game from Louisiana. 


THE TELEPHONE FRANCHISE. 
A special 
meeting 
of the city 


council is called for tomorrow night 
(the 19 th) to further consider the 


ordinance granting a franchise to a 


proposed telephone company. 
The members of the council are 


doubtless aware of the fact that on 
the 21 St the new law requiring fran­ 


chises to be sold to 
the highest 


bidder goes into effect. 


This new law provides not only 
that all such franchises shall be sold 
to 
the 
highest 
bidder, 
but 
that 


un d er no circumstances shall a bid 
be considered that offers the city 
less than two per cent, of the gross 


earnings of the company. 


If the franchise is granted on the 


19 th the city is shut out 
of the 
revenue 
to be derived 
under the 
new law, while if postponed until 
the 2ist the city is certain to re­ 
ceive not less than two per cent, of 
the gross earnings of the company. 


With a revenue hardly sufficient 
to meet the growing needs of the 


city, it is scarcely necessary to re­ 


m ind the members of the council 
how im po rtan t it is to take a d va n ­ 
tage of the new law and secure this 
two per cent, of the gross earnings 


of the company. 
The law was enacted for the pro ­ 


tection of the taxpayers in cities, 


an d was intended to compel those 
who 
enjoy valuable franchises to 


pay for them. 


It will only require a delay of 


forty-eight 
hours 
to 
secure 
this 
revenue 
and thus to that 
extent 
relieve the taxpayers of the city, 


a n d the D e m o c r a t does not doubt 
that the council will take advantage 


of it. 
It may not mean so much for one 


year, but 
the revenue 
continues 


during the life of the franchise,and, 


if Sedalia grows as anticipated, it 


means thousands of dollars in a d d i ­ 


tional revenue. 
The law is a wise one. 


Let Sedalia have the benefit of it.

n es’ E ve,” which, as W. E. H enley 
has p ointed out, is so dazzlingly p ure 
in its whiteness, and a co n tra st in 
K e a t’s brilliantly-colored p oem on 
the same subject. 
Of the early sp ring, with its vio­ 
lets, p rimroses and crocuses, our 
p oet is never tired, and has avowed 
his esp ecial love for Ap ril, being an 
Elizabethan in this as in many other 
things, th a t it is surp rising to find 
com p aratively little mention of the 
daffodil. 
I t is hardly to be found 
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anywhere excep t in 
“ Maud” and 
“ The Sonnet to the N ineteenth Cen­ 
t ur y”— “ H e r e in this roam ing moon 
of daffodil and crocus.” 
Perchance 
Tennyson felt th a t it bad been so 
fully celebrated elsewhere as to be­ 
come hackneyed in sp ite of all its 
beauty.—Good NVords.

All the Hags for our navy are made 
in the (‘i|iu{)ment building a t tlio 
Brooklyn navy yard. Tlu* iloor of the 
ilag room is covered with lines, rep ­ 
resenting the exact m easurements 
of the various ensigns, and it is no 
easy m a tte r to turn out a flag which 
will be exactly according to p attern, 
both as to design and m easurement. 
There arc eight colors used in 
flags—red, white, blue, orange, yel­ 
low. green, brown, black and canary 
yellow. 
The canary yellow is used instead 
of white ill flags used for signaling. 
This is because it is found that, 
when signaling at a distance, a wdiite 
flag or a device on a wliite ground 
blends with the horizon and becomes 
almost invisible. 
The largest American flag made 
is called No. 1. 
I t mi'asures 34.8 0 
feet in length and 
13.12 feet in 
breadth, and is very rarely used. 
The size called No. 2, which is con­ 
siderably smaller, is the one general­ 
ly used V)v warship s. 
Cruisers carry 
the 
stars 
and 
strip es ill seven different sizes, but 
only the Minneap olis and the De­ 
tro it fly the gigantic No. 1 size. 
The m ost diflicult flag to make is 
th a t of San Salvador. 
This flag re ­ 
quires all of the colors, and Costa 
Rica runs it close, requiring all but 
brown. 
O ur own flag is b}^ no means an 
easy one to make. 
The forty-four 
stars ill their blue field have to be 
accurately arranged, and the strip es 
matlumiatically exact according to 
the official ]ydttern.

time chief clerk of the Pennsy lva ­ 
nia freight depa rtment, and a pro­ 
tege of Ralph Peters, the superin­ 
tendent of the Miami division of 
the Pennsy lva nia road. 
For twelve da y s after his wife’s 
death IMorrison’s grief was too great 
to allow him to fulfill his vow. 
He 
lived at Camp Denison, and when 
the stupor left him he built a rude 
hut at the side of his wife’s grave 
in the Mia miville cemetery . 
To the 
sexton, who protested at first, Mor­ 
rison said that he w’as receiving 
$35 
a month to w'atch the grave. 
Time 
went by , and the man still sat in his 
hut ga zing at the grave. 
At last 
the keeper of the cemetery learned 
his story . 
Now Edwin L. Morrison, once 
the ha ndsome railroad man, is old, 
wrinkled and haggard, but still sits 
in his rude hut by the side of the 
grave of the woma n he loved so 
well. 
For fifteen y ears he has kept 
up this solemn vigil. 
Morrison’s history is full of 
ten­ 
der pathos. 
An exa mple 
of true 
devotion, he is familiarly known by 
every child in the village, and few 
persons visit the sequestered little 
town of Miamiville who fail to hear 
the sad story of Ed IMorrison.

other verse, farther on in the book, 
is completely oblitera ted by a pencil 
scratch, while in the margin near it 
is written:

of his wife is unmarked by head or 
foot stone.
